The most abiding compliment 
that can bepaidtothe American peo- 
ple is to point to the fact that in the 
constitution which they framed and 
have maintained they have recog- 
nized the danger of action by them- 
selves and have, in its checKs and bal- 
ances, maintained a protection against 
it. The truth is that in this last cen- 
tury we have vindicated popular gov- 
ernment in a way that it has never 
been vindicateg before. 

“Distrust of popular government? 
The pride that |! have that this is 
a popular government, and that it has 
shown itself the strongest in history, 
is as deeply imbedded as any feeling 
that is in me.

President Taft visited South Halstead 
street in the afternoon, running 
through districts occupied largely by 
foreign-born population.

“Captain Amundsen was enabled to 
make his journey over a fixed sur- 
face. When he established a food de- 
pot he Knew he could find it again in 
six months’ time, or a vear, five 
years, for the matter of that. Stations 
which were established by on tne 
sledge journey to the North Pole were 
located upon a frozen ocean, the sur- 
face of which was subject to continual 
shifting. 

South Polar Conditions. 

“South Polar conditions mav 
likened to the ice of Greenland, 
over which I and other explorers have 
made a nuniber of journeys, first 
half of my longest journey over the 
Greenland ice cap was similar to the 
journey of Amundsen in the Antarctic, 
as I gather from his published account, 
both inthecharacter of the surface tra- 
versed and its essential lieveclness, The 
second half of my journey was prac- 
tically identical with his, save for the 
fact that he encountered higuver alti 
tudes than I did. His altitudes, how.- 
ever, probably are not «greater than 
those which may be encountered in 
Greenland, if a journey is made across 
the latter from east to west at its 
widest part. Mxplorers have not yet 
reached the highest altitudes in tsreen- 
land. 

“As to equipment, rravel over a 
surface or a glacial surface 
of a great saving in weight.

Senator Bankhead, of Alabama, who is

The 
marines will relieve the 200 infantry- 
part the Fifteenth infantry 
Manila, who wii! return immedi- 
ateiy to Tien Tsin. 

Ministers and military 
at Pekin and Tie Tsin continue to 
take precautions against eventualities. 
It is not considered likely the disorders 
in those cities will anti- 
foreign. The missionaries, who know 
the better than anyone else, 
gay there is no reason for alarm. Diplo- 
mats and military officers, however, 
argue that the recent outbreak came 
without a moment's notice, and believe 
that possibly the Chinese artlilery may 
be turned upon the foreign concessions 
without warning. 

Legations at Pekin and the conces- 
sions at Tien Tsin are more strongly 
guarded and hetter prepared than in 
1900, the year of the boxer rising; but 
the Chinese army now possesses mod- 
ern artillery. which it lacked on the 
previous occasion. 

Incidents of the Mutiny. 

Gradually interesting incidents of the 
first nights of the mutiny are becoming 
known. When the outbreak began, only 
three men were at the American board 
mission, and three women stood guard 
all night with the rifles of the absent 
men, whose return to the mission had 
been cut off. 

R. M. Tolbert, a young American 
employee in the customs service, went 
alone, after midnight, riding nearly 
five miles to the bureau of printing 
and engraving to relieve the anxiety of 
several American families residing 
there. The fact that a shell had fallen 
into the coempound occupied by the 
American guard at the legation caused 
anxiety lest this was the signal for a 
general attack. Major Russell, com- 
mandant of troops at the American 
legation, therefore refused to send de- 
tachments after Americans residing at 
a distance until morning. Talbot first 
ventured among the looting soldiers 
and ascertained that they were not 
attacking foreigners. He then took 
word to the bureau, which was entirely 
cut off. 

One soldier challenged Talbot threat- 
eningly, asking what his business was. 
The American replied that he wanted 
to make a purchase. The soldier offer- 
ed several silk mandarin coats and de- 
manded $50. Talbot had only $6. This 
the soldier accepted and threw the 
coats to the American. 

Soldiers Being Killed.

White Slavery Rouses Hartford 


To find Hartford fairly considered a 
part of the national white slave situa- 
tion was perhaps as wig and wholesome 
a shock as ever came to the average 
New England town. The discovery 
Was made by. accident. “A resident of 
Hartford,” says The Survey, “brought 
charges of accepting a bribe against a 
federal detective. Testimony in the 
trial which followeg suddenly showed 
that the Hartford man was not only 
the keeper of a disorderly house, but 
was known to the federal authorities 
as a white slaver. Hartford thus held 
“one line in the net the government 
white slave prosecutions are weaving. 

“That was bad enough, but when the 
man testified that while the govern- 
ment’s activity made tt impossible for 
him to get women from New York any 
longer he could get all the girls he 
wanted from Connecticut the whole 
city cried out. The mayor shut every 
brothel with the formal approval of 
the Ministers’.

The nominal Hlabilities of the firm, 
according to its attorneys, amounts to 
about 33,500,000, and the assets are 
about the same, but should they be in- 
sufficient it was announced that Wash- 
ington kK.

Manimum of $1.25 a Ton in 
Measure Agreed Upon 


No Preference to Be Given to 
American Ships — Measure 
Would Authorize the Presi- 
dent to Open and Operate | 
the Canal. | 


-Washington, March $.—Fixing 
maximum Panama canal tolls at $1.29, 
a ton, with a minimum not below an 
amount sufficient to maintain and 
operate the canal, and with no prefer- 
ence to be given to American ships, the 
house committee on interstate comi- 
merce, by a vote of 14 to 4, today 
agreed on a bill for the operation of 
the Panama canal. 

The bill would authorize the presi- 
dent to open and operate the canal and 
to make rules for the government of 
the canal and fix the tolls. 

Provision Relating to Rates. 
The provision relating to rates 
follows: 

That the president is hereby author- 
ized tuo prescribe and from time Lo} 
time change toll charges for the use! 
of the Panama canal by all vessels, 
except those belonging to the gov- 
ernment of the United States cinclud- 
ing those of the Panama  lKhailway 
Company) and the government 
Panama, Which excepted vessels shall 
be charged no tolls 

Charges may be Dased upon gross or! 
net registered tonnage, displacement} 
tonnage or otherwise, and may tt 
used On one form of tonnage for 
ships ang another for ships of 
merce, but the tolis shall not exceed) 
$1.25 per ton, based upon net regzis- 
tered tonnage of ships of commerce, 
nor less than the esiimated proportion- 
ate cost of the actual operation of the 
canal,’ 

The Prohibition Clauses.

Conditions as Horrible and 
Almost Unbelievable. 
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New Orleans, March 9.—After receiv- 
ing a report from Dr. Meyer New- | 
auser, inspector, in which he declared | 
that child slavery of “horrible and’ 
almost unbelievable kind” exists at the | 
oyster plant of the Julian Canning’! 
factory at Violet, La., Dr. Oscar Dow!l- 
ing, president of the Louisiana state 
board of health, today ordered the 
plant closed. 

“Children,only 6, 7, 8 and 9 vears old 
--boys and girls—are wearing away 
their lives shucking oysters with jack- 
knives,’ says Dr. Newhauser in his re- 
port, which describes the insanitary 
conditions of the plant as being un- 
printable.

WHEN FRANK SLAVIN HIT GOTCH 
HE STARTED CAREER OF BIG GRAPPLER 


BY FRANK GOTCH, 
(Heavyweight wrestling champion of 
the world.

The Constitution.) 

Chicagb, March 9.—Along with other 
bovs who have read the lives of cham- 
pion fighters my ambition was to be 
a prize fighter. While werking hard 
on a farm in Iowa 1 was always dreain- 
ing of the time when I might be a re- 
nowned boxer. But I had that desire 
taken out of me one fine day tn AlasKa. 

All during my youth I had labored 
at tasks that made my health good and 
my muscles strong. From mornng to 
night in thé open air I got the consti- 
tution that has stood me in good stead 
ever since. Along with other lads of 
my own age we used to box and take 
part in athletic contests of one sort 
or another. And the older I grew the 
more I had that longing to become a 
fighter. 

During the gold .fever up in Alaska 
the fever caught me hard—in 1599 I 
was in Dawson City. Yet, even then, 
although the thirst for nuggets had me 
the same as it had others, I still hank- 
ered for the ring and the padded gloves. 
Finally, my chance came. There was 
a boxer of some note there named 
Frank Slavin. He really was an excel- 
lent fighter, not a champion by any 
means, but one who had considerable 
and a punch that would 
have done credit to the best of them. 

Gotch’s Fiatic Try. 

One fine dav—how well I remember 
it—-thev were looking for a man to 
face Slavin. The news reached me, and 

I leaped at the chance. At last I had 
the opportunity of engaging in a real 
bout. My dreams of a brilliant pugilis- 
tic career crystallized into concrete 
form. Already I saw myself known to 
fame as a rising young. belt wearer. I 
landed the battle—and we met. 

I'm a pretty big fellow myself, but I 
don’t think I ever saw a man who 100«- 
ed huskier to me than Slavin did that 
night. I've heard the story of the sec- 
ond time Jim Jeffries fought Monroe 
out on the coast. Monroe had held 
Jeff to a standstill in a four-round ex- 
hibition some time before up in a Mon- 
tana town and the miner really thought 
he had a chance of beating the cham- 
pion. Especially after Jeff had held 
off ‘fighting him. 

The truth was that Jeff's wife ob- 
jected to his boxing any more, but the 
report spread around that Jeffries was 
afraid of Monroe. Well, they finally 
met. As Mottroe climbed into the ring 
he sat down in his corner. But when 
Jeff climbed up the champion looked so 
big and powerful they actually held 
a towel in front of Monroe's face. Jeff, 
you may remember, jerked the towel 
away and yanked Monroe to his feet to 
shake his hand.

Farmer 
Burns is still a mighty good wrestler 
and can hold his own with most of 
them. In fact there are few of the real- 
ly high-class wrestlers who are not 
near that age, and even past it. But 
you can‘t say the same thing about the 
fighters. McGovern, Nelson, Kid Mc- 
Coy, Young Corbett, in fact most of 
the dethroned champions were still 
comparatively young in years although 
rated as back numbers. 

In addition, wrestling does not drain 
your strength and vitality the same as 
boxing does. A wrestler can go. the 
road, travel for weeks and take On a 
hurd exhibition bout practically every 
night... Then, with a week’s training or 
so be ready for a championship match. 
The boxers can't do that. 

Then a wrestter can make a zood 
living these days while the fighter has 
only a comparatively few places open 
where he can box. Wrestling, as a 
sport, ts coming into its own, and is 
taking a strong hold on public favor 
everywhere. Instead of having to go 
to the coast or certain speclfic cities 
to wrestle, we have the whole country 
open to us. 

If those two fatal punches hadn't 
come my way I might have gone along 
and had a hard time earning a living 
in the fight game. Perhaps if I hed 
beaten Slavin the~next fellow would 
have gotten to me harder.

MILLIONS WASTED ON STATE THEATERS 


Ruler in Germany 
Poor Stage Manager 


(Copyrfght, 1912, by Curtis Brown.) 

Bertin, March 9..-Kaiser Wilhelm has 
decreed that no more Hohenzollern 
princes shall be represented on the 
stage of Prussia’s royal theaters. 
Hitherto the house of Brandenburg has 
‘appeared on the stage always in heroic 
measure, Out-towering base humanity 
in spirit as in physique, but of late the 
fount of such apotheosizing plays has 
ren dry, and the kaiser swears that 
sooner than tolerate stage Hohenzol- 
lerns with inches, and wisdom, like 
those of ordinary mortals, he will tol- 
erate none at all. i 

Thereby he has set Germans asking 
whether the system of state, court or 
royal theaters, run at enormous cost to 
the taxpayer, is really worth the 
money. How is it, they ask, that Eng- 
lishmen and Americans sigh for the 
of a state-supported stage, 
while German who haveit dawn is as 
a nuisance, and yearn for the free the- 
atrical competition of America an@ 
England? Tht explanation is that, dur- 
ing the present reign Prussia’s state 
theaters have fallen into grievous de- 
cay; have mostly ceased to serve true 
art, and have learned only to serve the 
kaiser, who, when he celebrated his 
tenth accession anniversary in 1§98, 
made a speech to the royal theater 
staff in which he said: 
one of my weapons.” He meant that 
he was trying to use the theater for 
political aims. “ ‘Weapons’ is the right 
word,’ exclaimed Germany's. angry 
playwright whose works had been re- 
jected because their politics or so- 
clology displeased the kaiser. “His 
majesty uses the weapon over our un- 
lucky heads!” 

The well-known critic, Walter Turs- 
zinsky, says that “the absolute ex- 
clusion of the royal theaters from the 
domain of art results from the fact 
that they depend exclusively upon: one 
man’s taste, and that man is Germany's 
kaiser.” This principle has applied 
only during the present reign. The 
first Wilhelm and his predecessors left 
the theater entirely to their “intend- 
ants.’”’ Wilhelm II. became his own 
intendant. When his nominal intepea- 
ants, Hochberg, Max Grube, Ludwig 
Barnay and Huelsen-Haesler, told him 
frankly that he was killing stage art, 
he made them submit or go. 

Must Modernize Theat rs. 

When Count Huelsen-Haerler, the 
present able intendant, arrived from 
Wiesoaden in 1903 he told Kaiser Wil- 
helm plainly that he must modernize 
the theaters and authorize the produc- 
tion of new plays with modern tenden- 
Wilhelm II. refused, and since 
then his theaters have gone from bad 
to worse; so that today it is a good 
advertisement for a young author to 
have his play rejected by the royal the- 
aters; whereas, if it igs accepted and 
produced he usually has trouble in get- 
ting it looked at by other managers, 

Kaiser Wilhelm is dissatisfied. Ten 
pounds of Hohenzollernism, one pound 
of pathos,oneof bathos, one of magnif- 
icent commonplace, and a ton of elo- 
quent patriotic rhodomontade is his 
recipe for a good play. There exist al- 
ready a few good Hohenzolilern plays 
like Kleist’s “Prince Friedrich von 
Homburg.’ and—@n a lower level—one 
or two good Wuildenbruch plays. But 
the supply is limited, and for good 
plays ef modern life Wilhelm IL has no 
tolerance He has ostracized Gerniany’s 
best authors. 
for his “Hannele,.”’ 
“Herostrat,” and even 
Wildenbruch produced certain 
passages which were too 
mental’ for Kaiser Wilhelm.

The rule hitherto has been that plavs 
dealing with Hoh, nzollerns up to and 
including Friedrich the Great could be 
produced by the theater intendant on 
his own judgment; but that al] 
dealing with late Hohenzollerns must 
first be approved of by the sovereign 
himself. For twenty years this policy 
has been pursued. plays being 
or rejected according they painted 
the Brandenburg dynasty as a suce 
sion of heroes and saints, or not. When 
Ernst Wichera't drama, 
Recht” was rejetced, the author re- 
venged himself by writing in his 
reminiscences that “The Hlohenzollerns 
are allowed to appear on the stage only 
in a halo of heroic infallibility,”” and 
that was the truth. Of late Kaiser 
Wilhelm has insisted On seeing all 
Hohenzollern plays, irrespective of 
epoch; and he has heen displeased by 
the thinness of the intense burnt at 
the ancestral shrine lience the abso- 
lute forbidding of Hohenzollern pieces 
in. future, a prohibition which has much 
annoyed several mediocre authors who 
have lately been cramming up history

Grand Duke Will Leave Lukem- 
burg Succession Unsettled, 


Kaiser’s Fondness for Aviation 
Has Given Sport Great Im- 
petus in Germany—Refrains 
From Flying Only at Urgent 
Request of His Ministers. 


Berlin, March  2,—(Special.)+—The 
prospect that death will soon end the 
long-continued illness of the grand 
duke of uxembourg is turning atten- 
tion to that interesting semi-independ- 
ent little state, as-it means an inter- 
esting legal battle for the succession 
and may meanthe actual incorporation 
of the grand duchy into the German 
empire, of which it is already prac- 
tically a part. ; 

The present grand duke ‘has six 
daughters, all under age. The succes- 
sion is regulated by the Malic law and 
Nassau family law, and, as male heirs 
to the grand duchy are nil, and a 
claimant is certain in the person of 
the son of a morganatic marriage of 
the grand duke's late brother, a fight 
for the throne will in due course add 
another chapter to the romances of 
royal houses. 

The present grandg duke and his late 
venerable father have already experl- 
enced the most extraordinary and ro- 
mantic vicissitudes in their tenure of 
the grand ducal throne. By a curious 
co-incidence they belong to the Or- 
ange-Nassau house, which, until the 
birth of a daughter to Queen Wilhel- 
mina in 1909, was also the subject 
of immense speculation and anxiety 
to their subjects in Holland. When in 
November, 1905, the old grand duke of 
Luxenbourg passed a way,atthe age of 
Sk, he left only two sons, the present 
Sramg duke and his brother, as possi- 
ble male heirs of his little kingdorn.

ATLANTAN’S INVENTION 
OF ARMOR-PLATE FOR TIRE 


R. G. Dunwody, an Atlantan, has in- 
vented and also patented an armor 
plate to be used in eliminating punc- 
tures and blow-outse in automobile 
tires, thereby doing away. with the one 
hand cap. For commercial cars using 
pneumatic tires it is claimed to be in- 
dispensable and a long-felt want, do- 
ing away with the delays caused by 
tire troubles, 

Mr. Dunwody’s tire armor consists 
of a spring steel diaphragm covering 
the riming surface of the tire insides 
the casing, rolled to the exact size and 
Shape of the tire. The steel is then 
covered with a-thin cover of raw com- 
pressed cotton as well as a covering 
of tire fabric, both cemented to the 
steel diaphragm. In joining the ends 
of the steel he has invented a sleeve 
which allows the ends to slide in and 
out without damaging or even touch- 
ing inner tube or casin~ in joining the 
fabric end. At the base of the tire he 
folds over the both ends which, when 
the tire is inflated, makes it a positive 
bow K. 

The inner casing alone, as some man- 
ufacturers claim, against 
purctures and but Mr. 
Junwody has gone further by adding 
his patented tire steel armor, covered 
as above. They will be made iin all 
sizes of the standard automobile tires, 
In about sixty days they will be ready 
for delivery and Mr. Dunwody states 
that from the flattering reception he 
has met with, he Will be unable 
to supply the demand for some time 
to come.

PENSIONS FOUGHT | 
BY HOKE SMITH 


Georgia Senator Leads an At- 
tack on Evils of Special 
Legislation. 


Washington, March 9.—After pass- 
ing the first of the omnibus private 
bills on the calendar the senate today 
prepared the way for consideration of 
the general pension bill, which is a 
substitute for the Sherwood bill of the 
house, by making it the unfinished 
business. This step was antagonized 
by Senator Hoke Smith, of Georgia, 
but he was not sustained by enough 
senators to have the roll called on the 
vote to advance the Dill. 

Mr. Smith today continued his oppo- 
sition to the omnibus bills, and more 
than five hours were spent in their 
discussion. At the close of the debate 
he said he would not press his oppo- 
sition to old private pension measures. 
Senator Bryan, of Florida, today join- 
ed in the onslaught of the Georgia 
senator, 

“Give the bulk of the pension money 
to the men who really did the fighting, 
the real soldiers,” pleaded Senator 
Hoke Smith, in attacking the evils of 
special pension legislation. Senator 
Smith offered an amendment to the 
pending omnibus special bill to pro- 
vide that no pension should be paid 
until the pension bureau had ascer- 
tained that the beneficiary did not 
serve in consideration of a bounty or 
of payment as a substitute, and that 
the pensions should be paid only to 
those who actually served in the army 
and were engaged in some 
battle. 

Senator Curtis, of Kansas, repub- 
lican, replying to Mr, Smith, charged 
that in many cases the pensions of old 
soldiers had been dropped without no- 
tice during Mr. Smith’s term as secre- 
tary in the interior. He dwelt upon 
the pension administration during Mr. 
Smith's service as secretary and de- 
nounced an order regarding rating by 
medical referees as a shame and a dis- 
grace to the country. He asserted 
that in 1904. while Mr. Smith was 
secretary, $23.000,000 of an appropria- 
tion for penstons had been returned to 
the treasury.

(Silent) Smith in the American stock 
market will not be used to restore 4 
monarchy to Portugal. Anita Stewart, 
of New York, now wife of Prince Miguel 
of Braganza, will never sit on the 
throne of Portugal, and her mother, 
widow of the noted American specu- 
lator, will never be able to attain that 
much-coveted honor, “mother-in-law of 
a Kine.”’ 

The entire inside history of the now 
famous meeting between King Manuel, 
deposed ruler of Portugal, and Dom 
Miguel, duke of Braganza and _ pfe- 
tender to the throne of Portugal, has 
become known at last. The text of the 
agreement arrived at between the two 
at the lengthy conferences at Dover is 
also known. The agreement has been 
held as a closely guarded secret, be- 
cause it was known its 
might embarass the British govern- 
ment, which has given Manuel a refuge.

New York, March 9.—There was 
heavy realizing for over the week-end 
in the cotton market today, while 
prospects for more favorable weather 
in the south and less cheerful reports 
as to the outlook for an immediate 
Settlement of the English labor trou- 
bles, inspired some local pressure and 
prices closed barely steady at a net 
decline of from 10 to 16 points, 

The market opened steady at a de- 
cline of 2@7 points, in response to 
disappointing cables and a better view 
of weather conditions in the south. 
Leading trade interests appeared to 
be giving prices support on the de- 
Cline, but while selling Was more or 
less scattered, offerings in the aggre- 
Sate were heavy, and the market grad- 
ually worked lower, closing at prac- 
ticaily the lowest point of the day. 
The selling seemed to be chiefly in 
the way of realizing on recent pur- 
chases through commission houses, 
together with moderate foreign of- 
ferings and some pressure from local 
bears, and while the easier tone of 
the market was no doubt partly due to 
rather lower cables than expected and 
private reports that the labor outlook 
continued unfavorable, the main fac- 
tor was generally said to be the ex- 
pectation of better weather in the 
belt. The weather map showed light 
precipitation during the past twenty- 
four hours, but the official forecast 
was for clear weather Sunday, and, 
while lower temperatures were indi- 
cated, local experts were predicting 
warmer weather by the first part of 
the week. Reviews of the dry goods 
trade read rather bullishly, indicating 
increased confidence on the part of 
buyers and rather more disposition to 
anticipate future needs, and there was 
nothing in the day’s news to indicate 
any change in the seady ‘ruling of 
the southern spot markets.

Every chapter should collect 
and preserve all records and historical 
data of all kinds in its own county 
Or section, and in this way assist in 
this great movement.

My Dear Madame President General: 

While your thoughts are turning to 
the future work of the Daughters of 
the American Revolution and what 
new enterprises may safely be, taken 
up by them, may I ¢al! your attention 
to one which lies. very near to my 
heart? 

The strength of the organizati 
you know far better than lI, is 
number of chapters in every 
county and almost every town in the 
United States. Such a body of women 
might, if it would, render incalculable 
good to society, and especially to pos- 
terity, by observing strictly one of our 
aims mentioned in the constitution— 
the preservation of records. 

This can be done in two ways. If 
each chapter would make it its business 
to ascertain what condition the records 
of its locality, town, church and coun- 
ty were in; how far back they dated, 
etc., and report the same at the next 
congress to the librarian or historian 
general, we would have a fund of 
knowledge that any historical society 
would be glad to possess. 

In‘ addition to that—if each chapter 
would begin the work of copying the 
records which have never been printed 
——-many of which are becoming inde- 
cipherable—and continue the work 
year by year, the library of the Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution would 
be the Mecca of historians throughout 
the world. I am only’ writing of what 
[ know from personal knowledge, 
Last summer, while visiting many 
county seats. I found a mass of materi- 
al, such as records of orphans’ courts, 
land deeds, probate records, in books 
that were dropping to pieces, many of 
them very incompletely indexed: and 
as It glanced through them I found 
Stories of soldiers of the revolution 
and their families, genealogical puz- 
ZieS unraveled that have vexed many a 
searcher for truth, and countless little 
bits of forgotten history that were at 
hand but had never been printed. A 
fire, Such as we read of almost every 
day, would destroy forever these rec- 
ords of the past.

FIRST LE’T MACON SPEAK. 


In a communication reviewing the history and present status 
of the proposal looking to Greater Mercer University, and publish- 
ed elsewhere, a committee representing the Georgia Baptist con- 
vention asks the people of Atlanta through The Constitution to aid 
it in arriving at a solution of the problem. In every feature, the 
committee confirms the position ‘The Constitution has consistent- 
ly held regarding this matter since its earliest agitation. Upon 
every discussion of the subject, The Constitution has corrected the 
assertion that a plan contemplating the removal of Mercer to At- 
lanta, or from Macon at all, originated in or by this city. We 
have shown that the initiative was taken wholly by the Georgia 
Baptists, and that at no time have the people of Atlanta encour- 


aged any movement which might be construed as an effort to de-

Iby the great breadth of its opportunities. 


prive Macon of an institution intimately associated with its tra- 
ditions and history. 

The committee corroborates this position and goes farther by 
virtually throwing open competition to the entire state, though 
especial overtures are made to Atlanta. It is an obvious certain- 
ty that not only the Baptists, but the people generally of this city, 
will do everything in their power toward transforming Mercer 
into the dimensions urgently required by its growth and indicated 
But the university al- 
ready located in Macon has, in a way, flourished and grown with 
Macon, and has come to be identified with the name of that mu- 
nicipality by the entire south. 

It appears to us, therefore, that the committee should first 
ascertain definitely and beyond question just what Macon expects 
to do regarding the university, whether she can or will meet the 
requirements made imperative by the exigencies of expansion and 
in every other respect comply with the conditions incident to the 
retention of Mercer. Leta clear-cut and detailed program be made 
out and presented to Macon. If, after due deliberation and full 
opportunity, the Central City decides it does not care to undertake 
the task of providing for Greater Mercer, as specified by the Bap- 
tists themselves, then it will be time to broach the matter with 
Atlanta and other cities. 

In the meantime, the Georgia Baptists need no assurance that 
Atlanta teels a warm interest in Mercer, and that whether the in- 
stitution shall remain in Macon or be transplated, it will be the 
privilege of the people of this city, irrespective of denomination, 
to contribute their share toward making it one of the greatest uni- 
versities in the southern states. Incidentally, it is gratifying that 
the Baptists, absolutely confirming The Constitution’s position, 
have exonerated Atlanta of an offensive or indelicate attitude toward 
a sister city. However the issue eventuates, Atlanta stands vindt- 
cated. ;

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THE ELECTRIC COMPROMISE. 


Enough councilmanic votes appear to have been pledged to the 
support of the compromise between the city and the Georgia Rail- 
way and Electric Company to forecast at least a temporary settle- 
ment of the issue between the two, council having locked the door 
to an inquiry by the state railroad commission and thrown the key 
away. 

There will, inevitably, be keen and general disappointment that 
while the matter was up for adjustment provision was not made for 
a complete and impartial investigation covering every feature of the 
service rendered by the public utility corporation. ‘The two-bites- 
at-a-cherry plan necessarily lends itself to the certainty of an 
inevitable reopening of the entire subject at some indefinite time in 
the future. 

It is, of course, gratifying that under the program to which 
council appears alreadv committed Atlantans will secure a reduc- 
tion of 22 per cent in rates on light and 20 per cent on power. That 
schedule falls short of the tariff council demanded in its petition to 
the railroad conymission, but half a loaf is under any conditions 
better than no bread. 

The halving of the minimum monthly charge for lights and 
power is in the nature of the abandonment by the company of a 
position that has always been untenable, rather than a victory for 
the city. Consumers should have never been compelled to accept 
service from the company upon a condition that forced them to pay 
for more light. and power than they used. . 

A notable feature of the negotiations which ended in the com- 
promise was the universal uneasiness exhibited upon the mere sug- 
gestion of the trolley fare feature. And, to the end.of keeping the 
record straight, it should be borne in mind that until agitation for 
a reduction of fares crystallized and became persistent there was 
no serious thought of compromise by either side. The company 
had, consistently, signified its willingness to have the commission 
probe what lay back of the doors leading to its light and power 
service. But the moment the trolley probe was broached, talk of 
compromise filled the air. It is a plausible inference that the com- 
pany was ready and eager to scramble down out of the tree, in 
preference to having the commission shoot at its trolley fare feature. 

Unavoidably and regardless of the advantages of the compro- 
mise, there will persist a sense of curiosity as to why trolley fare 
concessions granted smaller and larger cities cannot also be granted 
Atlanta without injustice to any party. For the time being, how- 
ever, the matter is closed. While it would obviously have been 
better to have effected a total cure at one treatment, the patient has 
been put on the road to recovery, and the mere suggestion of castor 
oil has made the sick child better. 

In the meantime we have the trolley fare reduction agitation 
to thank for the material concession that has been obtained in the 
rates for light and power.

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CHRONICLE REASSERTS 
FORMER POSITION— 
FOR UNDERWOOD

on candy. Alfred, on the contrary, 
was so convinced that she must have 
money in plenty to be so extravagant 
that he openly courted her, trying in 
every way to learn how much she was 
worth.

How the New Synthetic ‘Chemical Surgeon’? That Why the Mouse Remedy 


Remedies Were Discovered 


NEW clase of remedies has been introduced by 

German scientists, one of which may lead to the 

cure of cancer, while remarkable results in many 
other diseases seem assured. 

These new remedies are an application of the prin- 
ciples of syr.thetic chemistry. One combination of chemi- 
cal-elements after another is tried upon the body uatil 
one is found that picks out the disease germ or 


diseased blood corpuscile and kills it. Thousands of 
combinations may be tried before one specific cure for 
@ disease is found. 

In the case of a tumor, the specific takes the place 
of the surgeon’s knife. Thus it is the means of end- 
ing much suffering as well as saving life, for the ter- 
rible mutilation which must follow a medical opera- 
tion with the knife is avoided. 

The pioneer of this system was the celebrated Pro- 
fessor Ehrlich, of Frankfort. His first achievement ia 
this line with the production of the specific, salvarsan, 
otherwise known as “606.” This is a cure for a 
large class of diseases caused by protozoan spirilla, in- 
cluding a@ serious b'ood disease affecting human beings, 
relapsing fever and chicken spirillosis. 

“606” was made from a combination of arsenical 
compouuds’ Its peculiar name tells part of the story 
of its discovery It was the 606th trial of different 
arsenical compounds that effected the cure. 

Professor Ehrlich was originally led to this discov: 
ery by observing the affinity of certain aniline dyes 
ee in his cousin’s factory for certain tissues of the 

y. 

After these dyes had passed into the circulation 
they could be found staining certain classes of cells. 
Some were poisonous and others non-poisonous. For 
instance, methylene blue, a non-poisonous dye, if in- 
jected under the skin of a mouse, will turn all the 
tissues blue by staining certain of the white corpuscles 
of the blood. : 

A certain poisonous dye would concentrate Jtself in 
the nerves of the animal causing death. 

The problem was to find a dye or other chemical 
which would pick out a disease germ in the body and 
destroy it without injuring the rest of the body. Ebr- 
lich began by experimenting on the trypanosoma, th2 
parasite which causes the terrible sleeping sickness 
of Africa. 

He experimented on thousands of mice, using ani- 
line dyes and other substances. Finally, he found a 

dye called trypan red. which proved poisonous to the 
trypanosoma and only slightly 6o to the mice. It was 
not, however, a perfect remedy. 

Then he turned his attention to the blood diseases 
caused by spirilla. At this point he was aided by the 
Japanese biologist, Hata, who assisted materially ia 
perfecting the discovery Trypan red proved inef- 
fective in dealing with the spirilla. 

Professor Koch and others had by this time pro- 
duced atoxyl, a combination of arsenic, which was ef- 
fective in curing the sleeping sickness. 

Porlich and Hata took this preparation and tried it 
en the blood disease in human beings. They fourd that 
it had a tendency to struggle with the germ, “a nu- 
cleotropic power,’ as Professor Ehrlich calls it, but it 
was not sufficiently poisonous. Ehrlich traced its effect 
on the germs in the body as he had done in his early 
experiments with aniline dyes. 

The two scientists were indefatigable in creating 
and testing new organic compounds of arsenic. At last 
they found in the six hundred and sixth of their prepa- 
rations a remedy which surpassed all expectations and 
proved as successful in the treatment of human sub- 
jects as in experiments with animals. It is known in 
chemistry as “dioxydiamidoarsenobenzol.” 

In the first eight months of its employment, the new 
remedy has effected nearly 5,000 rapid and apparently 
complete cures. One hypodermic injection suffices and 
repeated doses do more harm than good.

Destroys Mouse Cancer 


ROFDSSOR A. VON WASSERMANN, of Berlin, 

D has discovered a remedy for cancer in the 

mouse by following the methods taid down by 
Professor Ebriich in producing “606.” 


Just as Professor Ehrlich tried one after another of 
his arsenical compounds in pursuit of his specific for 
blood diseases, so Professor Von Wassermann and his 
agsociates labored, producing hundreds of combinations 
of their drug without sacrificing its essential principle. 
a it they combined coloring substances, among them 
eosin. 

“We obtained after a long time,” says Professor 
Wassermann in his report, “a preparation composed 
of eosin and selenium, which required a certain 
chemical treatment in order to make it active. This 
remedy is readily soluble in water. 

“Mice affected with carcinoma (a certain kind of 
cancer) weighing on an average one ounce can tolerate 
a dose of 2.5 milligrams injected into the caudal vein. 
The most evident symptom is a deep reddening of the 
whole animal which begins immediately after the in- 
jections and continues with increasing severity, es- 
pecially around the mouth, eyes and legs. 

“After the fifth or sixth injection the absorption of 
the drug continues, the tumor grows smaller, and if 
no other disease occurs, the tumor is finally entirely 
absorbed. Within ten days the tumor bas healed com- 
pletely.” 

The investigators explain that complete cure does 
not always follow treatment, especially with large tu- 
mors in which the liquefaetion and softening and de- 
struction of the contents proceed rapidly and vio- 
lently. In this case the animals usually become sick, 
feel cold and die. In such cases they succumb to the 
poisonous qualities of the absorbed tumor masses. 

“If an autopsy is performed on a mouse,” continues 
Professor Wassermann, “in which the process of heal- 
ing has sufficiently progressed so that the tumor has 
been replaced by an empty sac, then, in place of the 
tumor, a lard-like detritus is found, colored in dif- 
ferent shades of red, depending upon the intervals 
between the inoculations and the autopsy. The tumor 
has entirely disappeared. The therapeutic effect of the 
chemicals may be observed throughout by thenaked eye.”’ 

As in the case of salvarsan, the action of the new 
specific is extremely rapid, the report states. It says: 

“The speedy manner in which the. eosin-selenium 
compound can produce the healing of the tumor in so 
short a time (within eight or ten days) was thoroughly 
studied by Von Hanseman, who undertook the patho- 
logical investigaticns. At his suggestion experiments 
were made simultaneously on two mice afflicted with 
spontaneous tumors; that is, upon mice in which the 
tumor was not brought about experimentally by inoc- 
ulation. One mouse is still Nving, without relapse, 
three months after the cure; the other died fourteen 
days after the tumor disappeared. At an autopsy no 
visible signs of the tumor tissue could be found 

“The question of the behavior of this remedy toward 
the various kinds of tumors occurring in mice was also 
tested on one sarcoma and four different so-called car- 
cinoma strains. We are indebted to Professor Ehrlich 
for the sarcoma and for three carcinoma strains; the 
fourth carcinoma strain was obtained from Professor 
Schilling. No difference in the behavior of these strains 
toward the remedy could be observed. It seemed to us 
as though Ebrlich’s sarcoma was brought more rapidly 
to a softening and cure than the carcinoma; here, how- 
ever, the fact mugt be emphasized that, in order to 
make the conditions more difficult. we selected an es- 
pecially hard carcinoma. 

“Upon the basis of these facts we can state with 
certainty that it is possible, with the aid of a specially 
prepared eosin-selenium compound introduced into the 
circulation, to bring about a softening and resorption of 
these mouse tumors, and, if the size of a tumor is not 
too large in proportion to the body weight of the ani- 
mal. a complete cure without relapse.’ 


May Cure Human Cancer 


HE discovery by Professor Wassermann of e cure 
for mouse cancer is unquestionably a step on 
the way to a cure for cancer in the humana be- 


ing. The professor does not wigh to encourage any 
premature hopes in this direction. 

Several points of definite importance to human be- 
ings are now established. One is that a tumor can be 
reached through the circulation by a chemical agent 
and destroyed more effectively than if it were cut out 
by the surgeon’s knife. This was proved before the 
Wassermann mouse experiment was perfected. 

The synthetic remedy removes only the disease 
growth, leaving the healthy tissues quite untouched, 
whereas all operations with the knife sacrifice healthy 
tissue to an enormous extent. : 

Experience has shown that in some cases the same 
process which takes place in the tissues of the mouse 
will take place in the tissues of the human being. 
Whether the cancer of the mouse is of the same nature 
as the cancer of the human being, and whether the 
same combination of chemicals will act upon the human 
being as on the mouse, are two important points which 
still remain to be decided. Experience indicates at 
leas. that the cembination must be greatly varied. 

Probably a long series of new combinations of sele- 
nium, tellurium, eosin and other drugs will have to be 
tested before a cure for human cancer oan, if ever, be 
discovered. Possibly it will be necessary to employ 
entirely different drugs, and thus the prospect is very 
uncertain. 

Obviously the drugs cannot be tested on human be- 
ings with the same freedom as on mice. Human lives, 
even although poor ones, cannot be thrown away, as 
countless thousands of lives of mice and guinea pigs 
have been sacrificed, but there seems no reason jwhy a 
man dying with cancer should object to any experi- 
ment that might save his life. Monkeys, however, will 
probably prove the useful medium for furnishing a 
ccnclusive test of the new synthetic remedy, ae they 
did in the case of diphtheria antitoxin. 

“We shall not discuss how far these tumors in mice 
resemble or are analogous to those occurring in man,” 
says Professor Wassermann in his report. “This played 
little part in our problem in which we desired to ascer- 
tain whether it would be possible rapidly to cure tumors 
by means of chemical agents introduced into the blood 
stream, at the same time keeping the body cells intact 
and without endangering the life of the diseased ani- 
mal. 

“IN THIS RESPECT THE PROBLEM IS IDENTI- 
CAL, WHETHER ONE DEALS WITH MOUSE TU- 
MORS OR WITH HUMAN TUMORS IN EITHER 
CASE THE OBJECT TS TO FIND A REMEDY WHICH

One interesting fact among many others points to 


the probability of this remedy curing human cancer.” 


“606,” the remedy produced by Professor Ehrlicb, while 
destroying the germs of blood disease, also removes 
the pseudo-cancerous tissue sometimes caused by their 
presence. This seems to indicate that a preparation 
of this nature may be made to act upon any tumor. 


The question whether cancer is the result of a germ. 


from without or a cell developed in the body is stil! 
debated among specialists. But this hardly affects the 
Wassermann remedy, since the investigators say that 
remedies of this type have been equally effective against 
germ diseases and disordered cell growths 

The Waessermunn remedy, while reaching the cancer 
through the circulation, exercises a curative effect on 
the whole body. It is entirely different from local ap- 
plication, acting directly on the cancer, which are de- 
clared by Professor Wassermann to offer no prospect 
of permanent cure. 

The experiments are believed to establish the fact 
that selenium and tellurium are both substances that 
tend to destroy cancer in the ‘human tissues.

ONTMARTRE, the odd mountain 
that rises above the turmoil of Paris, 

, has within it at least a quarter 
dillion dollars in hidden treasure! Now the 
ancient houses, the convents, the churches, 
are being destroyed in a hysterical search 
for these hoards. Montmartre the old, the 
quaint, a city in itself, will soon be only a 
memory, wiped away in the strangest fren- 
gy that ever gripped this emotional capital. 

Montmartre is literally sown with gold 

and jewels! The gold of the Romans, whén 
Paris was the ancient Lutetia, clustered 
on the Island of the City. On the moun- 
tain there was a rich temple, and in its 
crypts was hidden the wealth of its vota- 
ries. Afterward Charlemagne brought 
there the loot of many countries. During 
the many civil strifes that rent Paris the 
nobles found “Montmartre an excellent 
place to hide their treasures.

Quarter of a billfon dollars is an appall- 
ing total, yet the estimate is that of some 
of the clearest headed antiquarians, who 
have records. of historic jewels, and pre- 
cious objects of gold and silver which were 
once the property of the nobles,are known 
to have been hidden, and are also known 
never to have been recovered. The anti- 
quarians know all this, but they do not 
know, alas, the secret of the hiding places. 

But to one of these hoards there is aclue 
left. It is the treasure of Prince Joseph, 
second son of Henry III., Prince of Monaco, 
which is estimated now to be worth any- 
where between $40,000,000 and $50,000,000. 

Why hasn't Paris been seized with this 
fever before? It was the opening of the 
new subways to the Butte Montmartre that 
set the hunt on. Property took a sudden 
leap in value. A number of houses, some 
of them centuries old, were torn down to 


make room for new apartment houses. In 


the walis of one, and deep in the cellar of. 


another, were found two hoards. One 
dated back from the Revolution, and, be 
sides jewels and golden plate and vessels, 
contained priceless tapestries and some 
mising old masters. The other—that found 
under the cellar—dated back apparently to 
the time of Louis XI. This, from a historic 
standpoint, is said to be well nigh priceless. 
Both finds were reported to the Govern- 
ment, and some of the objects will soon 
take their place in the Louvre. 

Naturally, such an occurrence could not 
be kept quiet. Right on top of it came the 
information that a rich syndicate was in 
possession of a paper which indicated the 
hiding place of the Monaco treasure, and 
from that moment Montmartre and a good 
part of Paris went wild. Every one bought 
such tools as he could afford and started in 
digging. The property owners became 
seized with the fever. Tenants received 
notice to vacate the old houses, many of 
them now stores. Even the Apaches were 
inspired to work, and the weapons of mid- 
night attack have been thrown aside for 
those of industry. Every man is suspicious 
of his neighbor—every one is watching— 


every one is watched. The Government is 
watching closest of all, because it is defin- 
itely known that objects worth many hupn- 
dreds of thousands of dollare each for their 
historic value are numerous. 

How do they know that the Monaco pill- 
ions are buried in tue mountain? That, 
told now for the firet time, is one of the 
most fascinating chaptere in the history 
of hidden treasure. Menaced in his own 
little principality at the beginning of the 
revolutionary upheaval in 1792, Prince 
Henry of Monaco, his wife, Theresa Fran- 
coise de Steinville, their two little daugh- 
ters and an old servant named Benoit Viotte, 
fled to Paris. Before they left Monaco 
they tured everything they could into 
ready money and took this away with them, 
together with priceless jewels and al] they 
could carry of art treasures.

number of things they had brought from 
Monaco. The Prince, aided by Viotte, 
buried the treasures in deep holes dug Dy 
them in the cellar of the house in which 
they had taken refuge. 

The Prince and Princess escaped the 
eurveillance of the National Guard and got 
out of France. A short calm in the tempest 
of “The Terror” deceived the princely ex- 
jles into thinking that the great danger 
was over, so they planned to go back again 
to Paris, filled with desire to see their chil- 
dren again and fearful lest the treasures 
should be discovered. The Prince was pre- 
vented from returning, and it wae the Prin- 
cess alone who entered Paris without acci- 
dent in the month of November, 1792. 

She found the children, the governess 
and Benoit safe and sound. She installed 
herself with them in the Rue Monsieur. 
It is unknown why she prolonged her stay 
in the troubled capital, for her intention 
was to get the children and treasures and 
escape again with the help of the servants 
to foreign territory. Perhaps she had dif- 
ticulties in regaining ner treasures. At any 
rate, several months afterward, when the 
law of the suspects was voted by the 
Convention, the Princese was still in Paris. 

The revolutionary agents who were 
watching her took advantage of this law 
to arrest her. She succeeded in evading 
them and found secret protection in the 
Convent of Banthement, which was located 
onthe ground now occupied by the Public 
Instruction building on the Rue de Gre 
nelle. After a few days her retreat was 
discovered, and she was thrown into prison. 
At this time the prison was but the ante 
chamber of the guillotine. 

The 8th Thermidor she was brought be- 
fore the Tribunal, charged with advising 
her husband to flee and with having aided 
and abetted his flight. The Princess was 
tried among forty-two others, one of the 
number being the faithful old servant, 
Viotte, who had been arrested for the same 
cause. 

The public prosecutor, Fouquier Tinville, 
asked for the death penalty. It was grant- 
ed immediately. The following day, Prin- 
cess and servant entered the death cart 
together! 

The Princess of Monaco was the laat of 
the condemned to step upon the ecaffold. 
And so she was the last victim of the Ter- 
ror. That very pon Robespierre Was over- 
thrown and the llotine’s reign was end- 
ed. If her execution could have been de- 
layed half an hour the unhappy Princess 
would have been saved. Al] the other 
“suspects” in the prisons were liberated. 
Before she left the Conciergerie to go to 
death the Princess had cut off her beauti- 


ful blonde hair. She asked@ Fouguier Tin- 
ville to send it to her chikdren. His ex 
traordinarily brutal reply is one of the 
hideous curiosities of the Revolution. 

Viotte, before going to the guillotine, 
had written a letter to the Prince of Mon 
aco. In this letter he told how, fearing for 
the safety of the treasure in the Paris 
house, he had taken it Dit by bit from its 
hiding place and had carried it to a house 
in Montmartre which had formerly been 
occupied by his brotherin-law, but wae 
then empty. It had taken him weeks to 
do this. In the letter were minute direo 
tions as to its location. : 

” Viotte gave his jailer all his money, ask- 
ing him to deliver or have delivered his 
letter to Prince Henry, assuring him that 
he would be paid heavily at the other end. 
The jailer took money and letter, but never 
executed the commission. Viotte’s message 
was written in the dialect of the principal- 
ity, half Italian, half ‘““Provencal”’—unread: 
able to most—and this accounts for the 
jailer not going to find the treasure him- 
self. Not long afterward this jailer fled 
from Paris to England There he learned 
the contents of the letter and knew it was 
the key to millions. 

He was never able to return to Paris. 
The document was bequeathed to the fam- 
ily upon whose hospitality he Nved and 
where he died some years later. 

These people — lower class English — 
crossed the Channel to get the treasures, 
Not knowing French, they wandered over 
the bewildering capital, and were even un: 
able to locate the quarter of Montmartre. 
Finding their mission most dangerous, be- 
cause of the efforts the Government was 
making to secure all goods abandoned or 
hidden by the refugees of the Revolution, 
they went back to England not one whit 
wiser. S 

A few months ago a member of this fam- 
ily decided to try again. He took the letter 
to a serious business man of Paris. This 
man studied the letter, consulted old rec 
ords, and became convinced tbat it told 
the truth. Furthermore, there 4vas no ev!- 
dence that the wonderful treasures of the 
Prince of Monaco had ever been found. It 
was seen that to locate the old house it 
was necessary to find traces of the broth: 
ér-in-law of Viotte. He had gone to Aus- 
tralia during the Revolution. The family 
was traced, and through letters the loca- 
tion of the old house fairly fixed. A syndi- 
cate was interested and has been quietly 
buying properties, each one of which may 
be the hiding place of the treasure. 

On the other hand, some other lucky 
person may get it first—and, after all, the 
Monaco hoard is only a small part of what] 
may be unearthed.

Cancer a Living Growth 
from Within the Body? 


S cancer a germ from without or a growth from 
within the body? This is one of the most disputed 
questions about this mysterious, terrible disease. 


Sir Henry Butlin, a noted English surgeon and pro- 
fessor of surgery at the Royal College of Surgeons, re- 
cently announced that his researches had convinced 
him that cancer was a growth from within the body. 
He expressed a novel and very startling view of this 
subject in an address before the Royal College of Sur- 
geons. 

“I am of the opinion,” he said, “that there is one 
and only one explanation of the conduct of the cancer 
cell—that it has been-endowed with that wondrous gift 
which no man can understand—the gift of life. Owing 
to that gift it has become an independent creatrue, a 
new creation of living thing. The host in whom it 
dwells has fashioned it out of his own tissues and in 
the likeness of his tissues. 

“To borrow the figurative language of Scripture, the 
Creator has breathed into it the breath of life, and it 
becomes a veritable Frankenstein monster, bent on the 
destruction of its host. After ages of past and present 
civilization, during which sages and philosophers have 
sought to explain the origin and nature of Ife, we have 
come no further than this,and he who discovers the true 
origin of cancer will have solved the enigma which has 
hitherto baffled the searchers and philosophers in all 
ages and of all countries.” 

Sir Henry Butlin also finds that cancer is a sign of 
general physical degeneration in the person attacked. 
A corrolary of this fact is that when the general phyisi- 
cal condition is improved the cancer may disappear. 
Sir Henry Butlin finds that many cases of cancer do 
disappear spontaneously. 

The cancer cell is eaten up by those wonderful war- 
riors of the blood, the phagocytes, or disease-destroying 
White corpuscles, which are ever on the watch for the 
enemies of the red cells in the blood. 

Cancer is a personal and originally local affection, 
depending upon a tendency in some partof the organism 
to take on a special form of redundant growth, and this 
growth in every individual has a personal element which 
differentiates it from others of like kind. 

The redundant growth exhbits in different persons 
every grade of difference between the most acuteand 
malignant forms and those which are hardly distin- 
guishable from norma! tissue. 

The application of these views and discoveries to the 
treatment of cancer is important In the first place, 
they indicate that it may be possible to check the de- 
vlopment of cancer at the first sign by improving the 
general physical condition. Even when the cancer has 
progressed to a point requiring treatment by the knife 
or other means, the importance of improving the general 
physical condition is emphasized. Cancer calls for 
treatment in a large degree like tuberculosis. 

The latest researches of the Imperial Cancer Fund 
of England are in agreement with Professor Butlin’s 
views. Among other facts they find that cancer is not 
due to flesh eating or fish eating. It is not produced by 
local conditions of soil or water. It does not haunt par- 
ticular habitations. 

It ie believed to be hereditary in the sense that cer- 
tain individuals inherit a predisposing tendency towards 
the disease. 

There is not a universal libality to the disease. 
Chronic irritation only causes cancer in persons who are 
predisposed to it 

Cancer is not contagious, according to these authori- 
ties, and it can only be transferred from one individual 
to another of the same species by the implantation of 
living cells. 

It dhould be added that many authorities worth list- 
ening to still assert that cancer is a germ, or parasite, 
disease. The United States Department of Agriculture 
recently found that grapevines were afflicted with a 
disease closely resembling human cancer. A similar 
disease has been found in fish. 


Striking Cancer Patients 
with Artificial Lightning 


NEW method of treating cancerous patients by 
striking them with artificial lightning has just 
been tried in New York. Good results are ex- 

pected from it, although it is too early to make a defi- 
nite report. 

One of the most terrible facts medical science has to 
face in dealing with cancer is the recurrence of the 
disease after it has been completely removed by the 
knife. When a second growth makes its appearance 
there can be practically no hope of cure. 

The new method is designed to prevent the recur. 
rence of a cancer after it has been completely extir- 
pated by the knife. It is the invention of Dr. de Keat- 
ing Hart,.a noted medical scientist, and is known tech: 
nically as “fulguration.” 

Dr. Hart’s method consists in brief of the utilization 
of artificial lightning, generated by an elaborately con- 
structed machine devised by him. 

The general theory of this treatment is that after a 
malignant tumor has been removed the healthy cells 
that surround it are made, by sparks of highly static 
electricity, forever incapable of again being able to 
harbor and promulgate cancerous germs. 

Some seventyfive cases have been treated by the 
new method within the past two years, and so far none 
of them has shown any signs of recurring tumor. 

At the New York Skin and Cancer Hospital recently 
Dr. Hart demonstrated his theory before a representa- 
tive body of medical men interested in the cure of 
cancer. 

Six patients suffering from malignant cancers of the 
face underwent the usual operation for the extirpation 
of the cancerous tissue. Dr. Hart stood close at hand 


with the conductor of his electrical machine ir his 


hand, and as each tumor was removed he applied his 
treatment. Sparks of great fineness but extreme bril- 
liancy shot from the instrument into the cavity made by 
the surgeon’s knife. 

The expectation that this treatment will prevent a 
recurrence of the malady is based upon the known ef- 
fect of lightning upon sand. When lightning strikes 
sand it sometimes forms short tubes, known as fulgur- 
ites. The particles of these formations are of a differ- 
ent character from that of the sand out of which they 


are formed, evidencing the effect of the lightning. 


Dr. Hart believed that if the soil could so be 
changed by the action of electricity the cells of the 
human body that had nurtured and produced cancer 
could be so altered that they would lose this ability to 
entertain a cancerous growth. His experience has 
proved this to be the case. 

Under the microscope the effect of the lightning 
treatment on healthy cells is seen in a complete organic 
change, and it is this change which justifies the bope 
that the recurrence of cancer may thus be made im- 
possible. 

In performing the ordinary operation for the re- 
moval of cancerous tissue where the lightning treat- 
ment is to be applied, the greatest care is taken to 
make the extirpation complete, for even if the minutest 
part of the tumor is allowed to remain it quickly propa- 
gates and spreads. 

Unfortunately, artificial lightning seems to have no 
effect at all on the cancerous cells themselves, and the 
new treatment is therefore effective only in cases 
where the tumor is removable. 

The New York Skin and Cancer Hospital authorities 
have so much faith in Dr. Hart's discovery that they - 
have acquired one of his fulguration apparatuses. They 
requested him to come here from Marseilles to show 
American surgeons how to use it. 

Jt may take years to demonstrate the soundness of 
Dr. Hart's theory, but as his treatment certainly does 
no harm, and may, on the other hand, turn out to be 
highly successful, medical men are turning to it with 
a great deal of confidence as a possible solution of the 
one great problem in curing cancer—how to prevent a 
recurrence after extirpation.

Treating Cancer with Fluid 
from Cancerous Persons 
VERY remarkable observation regarding cancer 

A and its cure was made by the late Dr. Eugene 
Hodenpyl, of the College of Physicians and 

Surgeons, Columbia Uuniversity, who announced about 
a year ago that an abdominal fluid which developed in 
the case of a patient suffering from cancer of the liver 
when injected into other cancerous patients brought 
about either a disappearance of the growth or marked 
improvement. His discovery is still being tested. 

Dr. Hodenpyl did not claim at that time that his 
method would completely cure cancer, but he pursued 
bis experiments in the hope that a modification, per- 
haps, of these body fluids would eventually provide 
such a cure. His theory was based on the fact that the 
human system when attacked by disease germs does 
not usually give up without a fight, but, on the con. 
trary, develops new bodies or fluids to contend with 
and overcome if possible the invading disease germs, 
He believed that in the case of cancer the patient de- 
velops some sort of anti-body inimical to the progress- 
ive growth and persistence of the tumor cells. 

Forty-seven patients were accordingly injected with 
the ascitic fluid taken from the abdomen of a woman 
who had apparently recovered from cancer, and at the 
time of Dr. Hodenpyl’s death a few months ago some 
of them had apparently been cured, while the remainder 
showed marked improvement. 

_ The results of this experiment were regarded so 
highly by the medical profession that the work was 
continued at the Massachusetts Genera] Hospital by 
Dr. Edward H. Risley, of Boston, under the direction of 
the Cancer Commission of Harvard University. 

The important conclusions reached from the re- 
sults obtained in sixty-five cases were that great im- 
provement can be obtained in a good percentage of the 
patients treated, evidenced by relief from pain and im- 
provement in nutrition and general physical condition, 
that retardation is noticeable and prolonged from one 
to six months in many cases, and that much can be done 
for the relief of the seemingly hopeless inoperable cane 
cer patient, 

Similar experiments were recently made by Drs. 
Gilman and Coca, of San Francisco, as a result of which 
they announced that a carcinoma in one individual can 
be successfully treated with injections of material from 
a carcinoma of the same kind taken from another indi- 
vidual. In three cases of carcinoma in which this meth- 
od was tried the injections were followed by the soften- 
ing and disappearance of tumor masses measuring two 
inches in diameter. In a number of other cases great 
improvement followed the injections, and in only one 
case did the malady return after treatment, and this 
was believed to have béen due to improperly prepared 
vaccine. 

Much ‘hope was at one time aroused by the discovery 
of Dr. W. B. Coley, of New York, that the injection of 
toxins derived from erysipelas bacilli seemed to be ef: 
fective in cancer, a theory suggested by the fact that 
some patients suffering from sarcoma contracted erysipe- 
las and that when the erysipelas was cured the sarcoma 
disappeared. Some of the patients who received the 
injections did indeed show improvement, but the num- 
ber of cases was so small in comparison to those in 
which the results were negative that the results were 
generally believed to ‘have been due to accident rather 
than to che toxins injected. 

For certain classes of cancer, particularly epithell- 
oma or carcinoma of the skin, the X-ray treatment and 
radium have both produced the most gratifying results. 
lt is now generally conceded that malignant growths of 
the skin can be destroyed with the X-rays and that the 
likelihood of a recurrence is very slight. This is the 
method used by Dr. William Allen Pusey, of Chicago, 
who reports almost invariable success in these cases. 

The use of radium has been equally satisfactory, and 
it igs now believed that there is no essential difference in 
the form of energy employed in treating epitheliomas 
with the Roentgen rays and with radium.

O many intelligent readers have 

S asked my views on fasting as 

an aid to health and, thereby, 

to beauty, that I would be discourt- 

eous did I longer refrain from ex- 
pressing my views on the subject. 

I believe in fasting, in modera 
tion. 

As fully as I indorse the beauty 
device of staying in bed now and 
then for a day or longer, if circum- 
Stances permit, one day of every 
ten, | am convinced that an occa- 
é6ional fast is conducive to well be 
ing. 

Fasting confers benefits in gen- 
eral and in specific cases. When 
persons are in that condition for 
which you have a naive word of de 
scription, “logy,” which means 
heavy and listless, fasting serves an 
excellent purpose. Usually the 
“logy” person has been overfed. 
Let him go back to nature for a 
lesson on how to cure himself of 
this disorder. When an animal has 
eaten too much it usually crawls 
away to some dsrk and quiet place 
and fasts. That is what-the person 
who has overtaxed his digestion 
should do. At such times the ani- 
mal drinks plentifully of water. So 
should the human being. 

When the digestion £0es on strike 
humor it. Grant the overworked 
stomach and intestines a holiday. 
Let them suspend work for a time, 
but only for a short time. Better, 
in my opinion, a forty-eight hour 
fast taken four times a month than 
a fast taken for eight consecutive 
days. 

In general, the body its better off 
for an oceasional relief to the di.- 
gestive organs. But there are spe 
cific instances of the fast being of 
great benefit. 

For instance, I know a woman 
whose beautiful figure was other. 
wise marred by an enlarged abdo- 
men. When she came to me for ad- 
vice I asked her to stanq and to 
walk I saw that she stood and 
walked well. Then I asked her to 
sit, and I saw that her habit of sit- 
ting was correct. She sat with her 
weight equally distributed and rest- 
ing evenly on the balls of her feet. 
She sat somewhat, though not awk- 
wardly, forward in her chair, so 
that her spine-~ was Straight. In 
none of these postures was there 
any cause for the thrusting forward 
of the abdomen. Her corsets were 
good and new, neither too tight nor 
too loose. Believing that this puffy, 
vulgar appearance was due to some 
form of indigestion, I suggested a 
short fast. I recommended forty- 
eight hours without food and with 
plentiful drinking of hot water, into 
each glassful of which was squeezed 
the juice of a lemon, 

She repeated this every week for 
five weeks, with no unpleasant re 
sults and with the flattening of the 
abdomen which she desired and 
which has greatly added to the love 
liness of her figure.

year it is wise to give no such 
shock to the system. Better be as 
considerate or our own bodies a3 
we are of the feelings of our be 
loved friends. Begin gently any 
radical departure in the habits of 
the body. For this reason it is weil 
to begin fasting by semi-fasting, or 
by gradually diminishing the 


amount of food taken. 

A plidn that seems to me worthy 
fs to forego solid foods, and the 
first day subsist on milks, gruel or 
soup. Of these the milk is better 
because more nourishing. Some 
persons don’t like milk, but, it being 
the natural food, every one can train 
himself to like, or, at least, to swal- 
low it. Some to whom milk is re- 
pellet prevent its unpleasant after 
effects by placing in each glass a 
pinch of bicarbonate of soda. 

I allow my appetite to govern the 
amount and the frequency of these 
meals of milk. I always remember 
tat milk is feod and so consider 
that I eat, rather than drink, It. 
Five minutes at least for a glass I 
always permit myself. Sometimes 
I take ten. 

The stomach having been gently 
prepared for the change, it is ready 
by the second day for the water and 
lemon. The lemon juice not only 
makes the water more palatable, 
but it stimulates the liver, so clear- 
ing the complexion. 

When ready to break the fast [ 
have found it well to accustom the 
stomach fo the change back to food 
by sipping orange juice that has 
been pressed into a cup or glass, 


then to begin eating again by con- 


suming a small, sweet orange. I 
returned to regular diet by the easy 
way of soups and gruels. My long- 
est fast was for four days, and lI 
consider that one or two days too 
long 

In fact, the safest method of fast- 
ing I consider the semi-fast, with 
milk, gruels and soups. that I have 
described. 

Thus of the manner of fasts. Now 
as to their value. Catarrh I have 
known to be greatly relieved, if not 
wholly cured, by recurrent fasts. 
Rheumatism in its early stages hag 
yielded to repeated short fasts and 
care to avoid sweets and beef in the 
intervals between these fasts.

heavy foods, I have known to disap- 
pear during one of these ‘silent and 
dark room fasts, the silence and 
rest being, probably, the chief 
agents. 

A fairly good rule to follow is 
that whenever the tongue is coated 
the amount of food may be reduced, 
or we would do well to have no food 
for a_ short time. The coated 
tongue indicates that there is much 
dead, refuse matter, like the chok- 
ing ashes in a furnace, obstructing 


the body. If you can fast until the 
tongue is once more clean and red 
you will be the gainer. 

Also when you feel your body, 
that is, when you are unpleasantly 
conscious of its weight and its 
handicap, a fast will usually relieve 
you. Buta warning. Do not under- 
take a fast while you are doing your 
heaviest work. Fast when the de 
mands upon you are lightest, and 
fast, if possible, alone, so that no 
one will be afflicted by the irritable 
temper that is liable to follow.

which you have heated two 
soup spoonfuls of butter. Then 
add a medium sized onion 
chopped fine, and as soon as the 
onion begins to take on a light brown color 
add eight spoonfuls of rice, which you have 
previously washed in hot water at the last 
moment possible, and then drain with care. 
Stir the chicken and the rice well together 
with a wooden spoon, and then add a full 
pint of boiling consomme. Cover the sauce- 
pan and put it on a gentle fire.

The grains of rice should be easily separable 
from one another. If desired you may add 
to the pilaff some tablespoonfuls of green peas 
cooked in salt water. 

You may also add saffron to the pilaf. 
The recipe is otherwise the same as above, 
but when you add the consomme you put 
into it & pinch of saffron powder. 

CURRY OF CHICKEN. 
UT up the chicken in rather small pieces, 
brown it gently in a saucepan in which 
you have previously heated two soupspoon- 
fuls of olive oil or the same quantity of but- 
ter. Add an onion of good size, chopped 
Gne. and as soon as the onion begins to take 
a good light brown color add a soupspoonful 
of curry and two tablespoonfuls of flour. Let 
the whole cook for several minutes, stirring 
frequently with a wooden spoon. When the 
ingredients are well cooked add one-half 
tumbler of hot water and a pinch of salt, 
cover the saucepan and let it cook on a 
gentle fire for fifteen to twenty minutes. 

Serve very hot and accompany it by a plate 
of rice, cooked simply in boiling water with 
salt for sixteen to eighteen minutes, and then 
drain and dry it well on a linen cloth. 

CHICKEN ALA STANLEY. 
HEN the chicken has been cut up, 
season the pieces with salt and pepper. 
Place them in a shallow saucepan in which 
you have heated two tablespoonfuls of but- 
ter. As soon as the meat has begun to cook, 
but has not taken a color, add three medium 
sized onions, chopped fine, and a tablespoon- 


ful of curry. Cover the saucepan and let it 


cook on a very gentle fire. As soon as the

and put them in a deep earthenware dish or 
any other suitable deep dish. Keep the 
chicken hot and add to the onions which 
have remained in the saucepan a glass of fresh 
cream. Let this simmer for seven to eight 
minutes and then pass the mixture through a 
strainer and put it into another saucepan. 
Heat this puree well and pour it over the 
chicken. 

Some truffles peeled with care and cut in 
slices may be added to the sauce, and will 
greatly increase the richness of the dish. 

CHICKEN A LA NORMANDE. 
AVING cut up the chicken, season the 
pieces with salt and pepper and put 
them in a shallow saucepan in which you 
have heated two tablespoonfuls of fresh but- 
ter. As soon as the flesh begins to grow firm, 
but without taking color, add a large onion, 
chopped fine, and allow this to cook on a 
gentle fire for several minutes—the saucepan 
being covered. At the end of eight to ten 
minutes’ cooking add a tumbler of very fresh 
cream and finish cooking the chicken. ‘When 
it is done to a turn arrange the pieces on a 
dish. If at this point the sauce appears too 
liquid, boil it down on a sharp fre, then 
pass it through a fine strainer, after which 

you pour it over the chicken and serve. 

You may vary the flavor of this dish by 
adding some small mushrooms or sliced 
truffles. You may also add shrimp tails, arti- 
choke bottoms, or Ittle sticks of cooked egg- 
plant. You may even serve the chicken a la 
creme with hard boiled eggs sliced up. 


FRICASSEE OF CHICKEN 
MENAGERE. 


HEN the chicken is cut up, season each 
piece with salt and pepper and put 

all the pieces in a shallow dish in which you 
have melted two tablespoonfuls of good but- 
ter.

Chew “Khat” and Be Happy 


interesting plant called 
“khat” has recently been ob- 


A tained by the Government 


Plant Bureau from Aden, in Arabia. 
When its leaves are chewed they are 
said to affect one like a bottle of 
champagne, being most agreeably 
etimulating. Presumably it would 
grow very well in our southwestern 
country, but seeds of it will not be 
distributed until something more 
definite has been ascertained about 
the nature and action of the alkaloid 
which it contains. 

Khat is a shrub grown commer- 
cially in only two localities in the 
world—on the west coast of Arabia, 
and near Harrar, in Abyssinia. It 
will thrive only in the mountains 
3,500 to 5,000 feet above sea level; 
it will not live anywhere near salt 
water, and in cultivation it has to 
be fertilized with sheep or goat 
manure. 

The plant has thick, dark-green 
foliage, and is propagated from cut- 

tings, yielding its first commercial 
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crop of leaves the second year. 
When the Arab cultivator sees birds 
eating the leaves he knows that they 
are ripe and of good flavor for mar- 
ket. The leaves are used everywhers 
throughout Arabia. To the natives 
of that region life and hard work 
would be unendurable without khat, 
and there is no coolie too poor to 
buy his daily portion of the plant. 
It is the great fact, next to their 
religion, in the everyday life of the 
people. 

C. K. Moser, the American Consul 
at Aden, writes: “Khat caravans 
arrive daily at Aden at about 11 
o’clock in the morning. The Arab 
who earns thirty cen*: a day spends 
at least half of it for khat. Among 
the better class the proportion of ex- 
penditure is not so high, but it is at 
least 25 per cent of their incomes, 
and some of the wealthy will spend 
several dollars per day for the grati- 
fication of their favorite passion. 
The fresh leaves and tender stems 
are always chewed—never brewed 
or made into any sort of beverage.” 
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‘s necessary that the sauce

6¢y 7 will be so good that there will 
| not be a pearl left,”’ was the de- 
scription given by a certain cook 
of her apple tapioca, and she was right. 
There Wasn't a pearl left. But very 
likely if you had asked her to give you 
her recipe for this good pudding you 
might have got into an argument or 

two with her as to how to make it. 

The tngredients are simple: Some 
tapioca, som. water, some apples, and 
some sugar, With a pinch of salt and 
possibly a bit of cinnamon or lemon or 
nutmeg. 

Will vou use the pearl tapioca or the 
ménute? If you use the minute there 
will be one point settled over which 
you and the cook might disagree. You 
would not need to soak it. But if you 
used the other kind she might maintain 
that you must soak it in plenty of cold 
water for at least eight hours, but 
never more than twelve, while you 
might. maintain that four hours was a 
plenty, four hours in four times its 
bulk in water, or even one hour. 

Mrs. Farmer, magnificent cook and 
cook book maker, gives the direction, 
“three-fourths cup pearl or §$minute 
tapioca,’ then says to soak the tapioca 
one hour tn cold water, to cover, drain, 
add two and one-half cups of boiling 
water before cooking in a double boiler 
until transparent. Mrs. Janet McKenzie 
Hill uses one quart of boiling water 
to a cup of tapioca, sprinkling the lat- 
ter with a half a teaspoonful of salt 
into the pboilfhe water, stirring oc-
